July 17.—German newspa¬ 
pers give prominence to an interesting 
statement on the situation in Belgium 
by Professor Hans Iielbrueck in The 
Nues Weiner Journal, says an Ex¬ 
change Telegraph dispatch from Am¬ 
sterdam.

"Germany now will lo^e nothing ^>y 
declaring her readiness to evacuate Bel¬ 
gium without condition* and to rein¬ 
state her In independence and Integrity.

"No peace Is possible In the world 
unless Belgium is free as before the 
war. Even the United States has the 
greatest interest in Belgium. Until Bel¬ 
gium becomes free the world cannot 
accept even the indirect rule of Oer-

optimism about the possibilities of the 
wheat crop In the United Kingdom will 
have to be modified owing to the dlf- 
rlcultles of newly-broken ground and 
lack of labor It is true that women 
and children are Ikelng rapidly recruit¬ 
ed for the forthcoming harvest, but 
even with the help of urlian holiday 
workers and German prisoners, farm¬ 
ers here are skeptical whether they 
will b4 able, to get In that which they 
have raised.'

A NEW TUNE. 

The Berlin War Offiee report of the fighting on 

the West Front is extremely cautious, and in that 
respect is in significant contrast to its communi¬ 
cations on the other German offensive# “In some 
sectors,” it says, “fighting activity has been re¬ 
vived. In minor enterprises and during an ad¬ 
vance aeroaikUM Marne to the southwest of Jaug- 
lonne we broke into the enemy’# line and brought 
back prisoners. Yesterday to the southwest of 
Rheitus we penetrated into parts of the French 
positions.” It then proceeds to elaborate a little, 
explaining that the efforts of mine-throwers and 
gaa-throwers, together with infantry and flame¬ 
throwers, having opened the way to the enemy's 
positions, von Boehm'a army crosaing the Marne, 
etc., ete. 

The suggestion in this is that the fighting was 
a fortuitous affair which developed out of scat¬ 
tered “minor enterprises” that were so successful 
that the Germans simply could not resist following 
them up by crossing the Marne, and that if they be 
stopped it cannot be regarded ns a reverse, for noth¬ 
ing serious was attempted. There are no grandiose 
claims this time that ‘tour invincible troops are 
fighting their way to a victorious peace,” or that 
“under the command of the Kmperor and King 
our armies arc marching from victory to victory.” 
The German War Offiee is profiting from experi¬ 
ence and has wisely refrained from the pleasing but 
often dangerous practice of counting chickens be¬ 
fore they are hatched. 

1 The new Berlin policy of caution in issuing 
bulletins on the progress of the fighting appears to 
be abundantly justified by developments so far. 
The deepest penetration of the Allies' positions 
ma<]e by the enemy at the end of the second day 
of the offensive was only five miles—south of the 
Marne—and spirited counterattacks by the French 
and Americans recaptured several villages on high 
ground overlooking the river in that seetor. The 
enemy is trying to widen his front south of the 
Marne by pressing up the valley towards Epemey, 
but is meeting with little success. 

Between the Marne and Rhcims the enemy haa 
made virtually no progress beyond the develop¬ 
ments of the first day, while on the whole front 
east of Rbcirns the best he has been able to do hm 
been to gain two miles near Prunay. The fighting 
appears to have changed from an attempt at a 
general advance on a fifty-mile front to a series of 
local offensives not unlike those which followed 
the enemy’s check in his other offensive* with the 
difference that while in these he made extensive 
progress before being stopped, in this one his pene¬ 
tration has been relatively small. Some 540,000 
men are believed to have been employed by the 
Germans out •of a total force of 900,000. This 
m e an s tire -enemy stilt -ha# considerable re¬ 
serves that have not yet been used and more des¬ 
perate fighting may be looked for. Berlin, claim# 
13,000 prisoners while Paris says th* French losses 
are comparatively small. 

Paris announces that no French forces have 
been diverted from any other part of the West 
Front to meet this offensive; that is to say Foeh's 
original dispositions with local reserves have been 
sufficient for the needs of the situation so far. 
This is reassuring, not only in respect of the ques¬ 
tion of manpower, but in its demonstration of the 
foresight and perfection of the arrangements of 
the Commander-in-Chief. All the evidence shows 
that Foch has had the situation well in hand from 
the start and is quite ready for the enemy wher¬ 
ever else he may choose to stride. 


CO OPERATION NEEDED. 

The Board of Trade yesterday appointed a spe¬ 
cial committee to confer with labor leaders with a 
view to the development of local shipbuilding in¬ 
dustry on the co-operative principle. The object 
•ought is the creation of a real community spirit 
in regard to this industry which will guarantee not 
only local financial support 1 ut stable conditions 
of labor. 

Whether this movement wift succeed or not 
will depend upon the co-opcration it secures,'upon 
the extent to which each elcipwt is prepared to 
make sacrifices Tor the good of the community as 
a whole. There must be some assurance that the 
work will not be interrupted by a series of strikes 
over non-essential considerations or because some¬ 
where else men may be receiving more wages than 
they arc getting here. The key-note should be the 
development of an industry, not some temporary 
financial advantage regardless of consequences.

CONSCRIPTION OF WEALTH. 

To the Editor.—There te a phrase 
now ext#n*ivsly In use with present- 
day politicians which to s large ex¬ 
tent Is too quickly approved of or dis¬ 
missed with a wave of the hand. This 
Is the' conscription of wealth. How 
mAfty of those who use It In dally 
conversation hav* ever thought of its 
significance! 

ft 1* an dforing phrase coined to 
catch the poor man's vote and Is stngu- 
successful Human labor and life 
iow totag Conscripted, and rightly 


so, and when wealth Is needed it Is dif¬ 
ficult to And on mors) grounds s valid 
argument to the contrary. Morally 
•very particle of the war debt should 
bs conscripted, practically It is at pres¬ 
ent Impossible. 

As a matter of fact, taxation Is con¬ 
scription of wealth, but is not normally 
k>ok*d upon In that manner. The death 
duty certainly is and the excess profits 
tax now in force In England curbs the 
rich man's desire*, but It is not enough. 
Let if* consider for a montent what 
does conscription of wealth mean. 

To most people It means something 
different. Does It mean the conscription 
of Income? It certainly must. Then the 
graduated Income tax does that duty. 
Raise the Income tax higher and higher, 
the greater the income of the citlsen. 
leaving him merely sufficient for a ra¬ 
tioned subsistence. It is morally right 
but difficult to enforce, and would not 
commence to pay the cost of th« war 
We must go further. We must conscript 
capital. And when we do this ws come 
to the problem. 

The demand for the levy on capital Is 
put forward In two way a Either you 
must defray the current expanses of the 
war by such a tax. or we roust liqui¬ 
date our liabilities by means of a loan, 
and at the close of the war wipe off our 
debt by a levy on existing capital. Both 
are difficult and the first la Impossible. 
Present statesmen are ail striving for 
some solution of this problem, but far 
too many forget the. economic meaning 
of the word and confuse wealth with 
the narrow category "money." or e\*n 
with the wider division of liquid 
wealth, such wealth as can be readily 
converted into money. This Is the mis¬ 
take. 

The true wealth of the nation consists 
of our railways, our machinery roads, 
cattle, implements, houses, etc. You 
cannot feed and supply an army and 
win a war with railways, and houses 
and such ether wealth. They must be 
converted. And If you convert It. what 
then! Con you conscript the securities 
and th«- mortgages and the bonds that 
represent them? If so, who Is to buy? 
To sell you roust hat* a market But If 
the buyer knows that his securities are 
likewise going to be conscripted, he will 
not buy; nor even can he buy. for he 
will have had his wraith likewise 
taken, and to buy with what Is left he 
must convert which if lmpossibls. 

When there are many selling and few 
buying, the value of stocks falls 
heavily. The Government would thus be 
no better off. for the shares that they 
had got would now have fallen perhaps i 
to half their worth. True, it might be i 
possible to sell at a depreciated value 
..i. a foreign market. But this would 
mean that the country had mortgaged 
Its existence to a foreign land, a thing 
no sane man would for a moment 
countenance.

I The second solution Is the heavy tax¬ 
ation of sxcehfl profits made owing to 
I the war Eighty per rant, or even 100 
per cent, of profits above that earned 
by Industrie!# in pre-war times is not 
! too stiff. For no one has a moral right 
tn profit by the conflict This tax la ap¬ 
plied in England, found satisfactory, 
and with conscientious management 
yields much to the state. 

All this Is conscription of wealth, but 
to go further than this and seixe th* 
ogpltal of the nation for current ex¬ 
penses con only mean to us disaster. All 
revenues above thin must be secured 
by the loan, which In reality la. th# 
promise of the people to work for the 
nation for a future payment. The 
war loan Is a sacred bond between her 
rulers and her cltixens. and must In 
•very way be kept Inviolate. The pa¬ 
triotic loan brings from Its lair the 
hidden treasure, renews the energy of 
a people and makes them economise 
and sav*. To conscript this would be 
the last resort of s mad financier at the 
helm of a bankrupt state. We» may 
conscript labor, life and wealth but 
never that scrap of paper pledged on 
the fslth of a nation and sealed by the 
blood of h*\r sons. For are we not fight¬ 
ing and dying for the violated pledge 
of a nation and we cannot prove our¬ 
selves as faithless. 

But after the war—what then! Is 
the nation going to be shackled with a 
heavy war debt and made to contribute 
for years to come from her wealth, or 
will we for once and for all conscript 
from the rich to pay off our debts and 
aturt the nulla® afresh? Let us ex¬ 
amine the case. 

Money has and 1s gradually depreci¬ 
ating In value. At the doee M the Na¬ 
poleonic wars a century ago the terrible 
debt of that time was thought sufficient 
to strangle the nation. Now it repre¬ 
sents a pittance of our Income. Then 
wagee and price* were equally low and 
the national debt represented a sum 
far In excess of what It would to-dajf. 
Depreciation of the monetary stand- 


century from now we may equally heps 
to find our debt more than halved in Ita 
relative value. 

We must not fear that the nation will 
be bankrupt It l* a* rich as ever* Our 
wealth still lies In our mines and our 
rivers, our plains and our forests. It 
is our natural resources which are al¬ 
most Illimitable, which can stand the 
weight of our national debt. And then 
we owe our debt to ourselves. If our 
loans had been mostly sold on a for¬ 
eign market, qe qould be mortgaging* 
our natural resources to the foreigner. 
Borne haver it is true, but If rests with 
the patriotic Canadian to see that we 
ourselv es svppl* our needs. Even * f

But perhaps whrn the war la ended 
we may decide to pay off our debt by 
conscripting the capital of the wealthy. 
Thia to some may sound an astounding 
proposition, but Is not beyond possi¬ 
bilities. Even Mr. Bonor Law. Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer, haa hinted at 
a levy upon capital after the war; and 
It appears to many as an admirable so¬ 
lution of the problem. It would leave 
our country none th* poorer. It would 
merely mean th# shifting of ownership 
of our national wealth from one person 
to the other. It would mean the equal¬ 
ising of our Individual fortunes. Ve 
who had come to the aid of the nation 
in her plight and had bought war loan 
would in Ita place be given an equal 
amount of stock In the enterprise of 
someone who had refrained from In¬ 
vesting. He who haa Invested In na¬ 
tional bonds haa already helped ths 
nation, jshilst he who has amassed a 
fortune and not offered It to ths 
country deserves to have It conscripted. 

Such a solution 1* posalbk| would 
disturb very ljitie the slock market 
and would no* necessitate any great 
sale of securities. The economic con¬ 
ditions of the country would not be 
greatly dlsfurbed. It might be unwise 
to liquidate our foreign liabilities In 
this manner as It would give them too

great s control of some of our Indus¬ 
trie*. But It must be remembered 
that foreign capital invested In our 
land would have to stand an equal levy 
and this could go to 'our foreign In¬ 
vestors. 

There are many difficult problems 
attached to such a scheme, but they 
are not beyond solution But two 
things must be remembered. We must 
hold jour national war debt sacred. 
Neither must Its Interest nor capital 
value be diminished, nor must It ever 
be conscripted. And should capita) be 
conscripted to pay off our debt. It must 
be done at one time and only after the 
war. Any attempt to pay the current 
expenses of the war by the'present 
conscription of wealth, beyond taxa¬ 
tion such as suggested, must prove a 
financial disaster. 

Until theff we must raise our ex¬ 
penses with a heavy graduated Income 
und excess profits tax and such other 
taxes us are In common use. The 
rest must be got -by a loan, which It la 
the patriotic duty of every Canudlan, 
who cannot give hla labor and his life 
for his country, to support with all 
his power and ability. Economy and 
self-sacrifice Is to-day the only test 
of true clttranship.

In ftouth America the Incas once flourished—n pdbrerful race who dom¬ 
inated all others itoany centuries ago nnd disappeared before the time of the 
Hpanlxh conquerors, leaving Ohtjr vast ruins and great monuments One of 
the most Interesting relics of the Incas Is a atone road, built of solid cut 
stone blocks, running for 1.500 miles over mountains, through valleys, over 
swamps and along the western coast, through the heart of an ancient Inca

Along this road the Inca couriers ran In relays of about four miles, car¬ 
rying messages to the military posts.
